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The  New  Bregman  Studio 
Opens  its  Doors 

During  the  Spring  Term  the  Department  of  Music  and  the 
Hopkins  Center  will  inaugurate  the  new  Bregman  Elec- 
tronic Music  Studio.  Located  in  the  Department  of  Music 
for  the  first  time  since  1967,  the  studio  will  consist  of 
three  rooms  in  the  space  formerly  occupied  by  the  Pad- 
dock Music  Library. 

The  new  studio  will  be  the  most  advanced  teaching  studio 
of  its  kind  in  the  United  States  devoted  to  instruction  in 
composition  using  state  of  the  art  digital  equipment.  The 
centerpiece  will  be  a  $370,000  Synclavier  Digital  Music 
System  donated  by  New  England  Digital  Corporation  in 
White  River  Junction,  Vermont.  The  system  combines  a 
powerful  synthesizer  (64  voices)  with  an  eight  track  Di- 
rect-to-Disk  option.  The  Direct-to-Disk  System,  some- 
times called  a  "tapeless  studio",  stores  large  volumes  of 
digitally  coded  information  on  formatted  Winchester  hard 
disks. 

Once  stored,  this  information  can  be  accessed  randomly 
at  any  point  in  the  recorded  program  material.  The 
random  access  feature  provides  sophisticated  editing 
capability  that  would  be  impossible  using  conventional 
technology. 

Because  such  new  technology  is  con- 
trolled from  only  one  terminal  it  is  diffi- 
cult to  teach  a  group  of  students  how  to 
use  it  to  record,  edit  and  compose  music. 
This  problem  has  been  solved  in  the  new 
Bregman  Electronic  Music  Studio  by  hav- 
ing sixteen  Macintosh  computers  all  capa- 
ble of  reading  and  behaving  as  a  "master" 
terminal.  Apple  Corporation  has  donated 
these  computers  to  Dartmouth  for  this 
strikingly  new  application  in  music  in- 
struction. 

Gerald  Bregman  '54,  whose  gift  in  1968 
first  brought  the  studio  into  being,  has 
made  a  new  gift  which  will  allow  the 
space  in  the  Hopkins  Center  to  be  totally 
renovated.  It  will  include  a  control  room/ 
classroom  with  the  sixteen  Macintosh 
workstations,  an  acoustically  isolated 
recording  room  and  a  technical  room.

The  central  purpose  of  the  new  studio  is  to  teach  Dart- 
mouth undergraduates  how  to  compose  and  produce  mu- 
sic as  it  is  now  done  in  professional  studios.  Additional 
research  opportunities  in  this  new  field  include  experi- 
ments in  psychoacoustics,  composition  and  music  in- 
struction data  processing  and  automated  music  printing. 
For  example,  it  will  be  possible  for  students  to  under- 
stand the  acoustics  of  traditional  instruments  by  studying 
their  displayed  waveforms.  Students  will  be  able  actually 
to  hear  the  results  of  computer  programs  which  simulate 
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Dartmouth  music  instructor  Fred  Haas  '76  being  recorded  in  the 
digital  memory  of  the  Synciavier 


the  compositional  process.  Musical  scores  of  improvisa- 
tional  music  can  be  automatically  printed  and  studied  the 
moment  the  music  is  played. 

Students  interested  in  working  in  the  new  Bregman  Elec- 
tronic Music  Studio  will  need  to  take  Music  55 
(Introduction  to  the  Composition  of  Electro-acoustic  Mu- 
sic) and  then  will  be  able  to  work  in  the  studio  on  their 
own  or  in  advanced  composition  or  independent  courses. 
The  studio  will  be  supervised  by  Professors  Jon  Apple- 
ton  and  David  Evan  Jones. 

An  official  opening  with  guests  of  honor  is  now  being 
planned  for  May.  •  JA
